This 
change In the rule makes It much 
more difficult to take a bill out of 
a committee and bring It on the 
floor of the House. When the 
Republicans were ire power, the 
Democrats and Progesslve Repub­ 
licans combined established the 
145 discharge rule. Now the Re­ 
publicans and the more liberal 
Democrats fought to save the 
rule. 

A bill can be brought out of a 
committee in the .Senate by one 
Senator arising In his seat and 
making the request In spite . of 
the many old-time traditions of 
the Senate, It has a much more 
tc/slble plan for bringing up leg­ 
islation than has the House.

California Democrats fared, ex­ 
ceedingly well In the assignment 
to committees In the Seventy- 
fourth Congress.* Frank Buck was 
elected to the Ways and Means 
Committee by the largest number 
of votes received by any candidate. 
The members of the Ways and 
Means Committee are selected by 
the. vote of the caucus. All other 
committee assignments are made 
qn the Democratic side by ttic 
Democratic members of the "Ways 
and Means Commitoe. John Doclc- 
Weller received a choice appoint­ 
ment on the Appropriations Com- 
rnlttee. He Is qn the subcommittee 
of Military Affairs, the .Appropri­ 
ations Commitce being divided Into 
a number of subcommittees, each 
one in charge of an .appropriation 
bill from Various departments. ' 

.John M. Costello was   placed on 
Military Affairs 'and Byron M. 
Scott of Long Beach on Naval 
Affairs. Practically all the other 
members .remained on the same 
committees as before. John Hoep- 
pel obtained a plum as chairman 
of the War Claims Committee- 
All of those ahead of hjm for 
this position were either defeated 
or were made chairman of other 
committees. 

A Santa Clans on the Ways and 
M e a n s Committee made me ' a 
present of a chairmanship of a 
minor commitec, "Disposition of 
Useless Executive Papers." The 
word "useless" ' has caused con­ 
siderable kidding about this com­ 
mittee but is misleading because 
this committee passes on the value 
of inactive files, maby of which 
arc sought by. the Congressional 
and other libraries. The Committee 
also authorizes the sale of the 
remainder and is a source of 
some revenue to the government 

This new job reminds me of 
Ex-Governor Dockery's experience 
in Missouri. After his term ex­ 
pired. 'as governor, he, retired to 
his home at Gallatln. Missouri. 
His neighbors thought It a good 
joke and elected him road-boss. 
Governor Dockcry rolled up his 
sleeves and made 'em sweat He 
afterwards was appointed to an 
Important position u4der the Wil­ 
son administration. Moral ... no 
job however humble is a joke if 
you approach it with the. proper 
spirit. 

I 'retained my valued- place on 
the Rivers and Harbors Committee, 
Raving fared "better in the way of 
committee assignments during my 
first term as Representative than 
most of the new members. This 
Seventy- fourth Congress finds me 
moved up from fifteenth place to 
the ninth place on the committee 
because of vacancies that have 
occurred since the last session. 
Four of those ahead of me were 
not returned, to .Congress. Two 
others were displaced because Of 
changing to other committees. 
There are twenty-five members on 
this committee and It is a slow 
and long struggle for a new mem­ 
ber to attain the chairmanship pf 
on important committee because of 
the method of seniority practiced 
In Congress.
